Our moral ethics are as high as the moral ethics of 
any people. Our business ethics and our business practices are as 
good as any in the world. 

\We have too many family dissensions. We have too many 
criticisms for the things which are our own. We reserve our nap- 
kins for “company.” Let us give the best that we have to our 
own; the best of our courtesy, our consideration, and our kindness. 

At no time in the history of our country has there been greater 
need for united’ spirit and united action. 

If the object of government is the contentment and happiness 
of its subjects, then our form, although once an experiment, stands 
as high as that of any system of government in the world. If the 
standard of government be measured by the standard of its aver- 
age citizen, ours is equal to any. Let us have done with carping
